However, the United States and the persons in authority 
in South Korea also opposed this peace proposal for no good reason. This more clearly 
shows that it is the U.S. imperialists and the South Korean puppets who are aggravating 
tension to the utmost in Korea, increasing the danger of war there, and blocking the 
peaceful reunification of Korea. 


If the United States genuinely hopes for peace in and the peaceful reunification of 
Korea, it should withdraw from South Korea right away, taking along all the weapons of 
mass destruction, including nuclear weapons, in accordance with the desire of the 
world's peace-loving people and demand f the times, and respond to our reasonable 


peace proposals. 


The United States should not instigate the persons in authority in South Korea to take 
the road to confrontation, to war, and to perpetual division with us. They should not 
interfere in the internal affairs of Korea, and should not do anything that hinders the 


reunification of Korea. 


The persons in authority in South Korea should look squarely at the trend of the times 
and should immediately abandon their foolish war dream to attack us in an illicit union 


with outside forces. 
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Our people's just struggle for peace in and the peaceful reunification of Korea is 
positively supported and sympathized with by the governments of the world's 
peace-loving countries and the world's progressive peoples. [applause] The Chinese 
party, Government, and people are now lending, as they have invariably in the past, 
active support and firm solidarity with our people's strvegle for _ socialist 
construction and for an independent and peaceful reunification of the country.
